REMARKS 

Due to an initial United States Patent and Trademark Office error of issuing two separate 
Filing Receipts that had each been issued separate application numbers and filing dates, as well as 
incorrectly stating that no filing fees had been received, a Notice to File Missing Parts was 
generated.
